But 
before I come to the diſtintanſger to that you now 
ſuggeſt , 1 thinke it fir tv ſay ſomething fora 
proeme concerning this ſcandalum magnarum,and the 
orginall of it you very well know, that Kings haue 
euer been called and eſteemed Guds vpon earth, and 
they indeed went before their people ſhining in ver- 
rucs and goodnes, of x hich they were compoſed,& 
ſo farre they were from any commaculation of vice, 
that people were not to thinke euill of the King in 
their bedchamber , or to ſay what doſt thou ? by all 
which is ſufficiently inferred, what excellency 1s in 
Princes and mighty potentates aboue other men. 
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Nobility were fuch as vext vnto their Kings and 
Frinces were for.all excellent endowments fo fin- 
gularly qualified , as they were nut capable of any 
afpertion', and if any had been ſo black mourhed 
as to haue layd any blemit ypon their reputation , 
the cuill alwaies returned vinto themſclues , neither 
was their honour impeached by it, but rather il- 
luſtrated , for the whole world was well acquainted 
with their goodneſle. | ſo that their traducers, were 
branded for calumniators amongſt the people , 


which was puniſhment enough and eternall ſhame 


vnto them, And ſo farre were thoſe truly heroi- 
call Spirits from making any lawes about ſuch a 
thing that they neuer thought (vo poorely of them- 
ſelues , as that any could ſpeake the leaſt thing to 
their infatny by which they could wound their re- 
putations and yertuous life, And the ſame good- 
neſle yet dwelieth in all the ancient Nobility and 
ſuch as are truely illuſtrious and magnates , 10 that 
they are like their Kings and Maſters whoſe dign;- 
ty no blaſt of a foule mouth can contaminate among 
the really vertuous and heroicall : and ſo conſcious 
they are to themſclnes , of their excellent integri- 
ty,that they will not ſo much as ſully their thoughts 
with what any clamorous tongue faith , much lefle 
their eſtimation among the prudent, as to make 
them ſuppoſe that they are moued with railings 
which hurt them no more then the dogs barking a- 
gainſt the Moone, Notwithſtauding fiuce thoſe 


antient and truely honoured Nobility , there haue-. 


ſprung yp a new generation of Lords, who fearing 
the calumnies of the vulgar, as new Lords axe a 
meanes of founding new lawes , haue obtained f» 
much of prudent Priuces and Kings who were wil- 
ling to yeild vnto their weakenes that ſuch laxecs 
ſhould be enacted , but with no intent that the v:- 
ces of ſuch men ſhould be ſmothered, or that thoſe 
ſhould be puniſted , that were deteors and mani- 
ſelters of them , but onely for both terror and pu- 
nishment if they had ynworthily defamed their 
noble families out of their priuat malitious and ran- 
courous minds; neither doth the eminency of place 
in any ſubic& warrant him ſecurely,to doc any thing 
againſt the honour of his King and Maſter, or the 
moleſtation of his Kingdome and ſubie&s,or is the 
meaneſt ſubie@ ro be puniſhed for doing his duty 
in this kijad, for the diggities conferred vpom them 
in ſuch proximity vnto the King, is ſo much the 
greater tyc ynto them for the due hounouring of 
their Prince,and ſecing that next vnto him, whoſe 


 Andas Kings had the ſupreme and firſt degree of place it is to protet his people they. ſhould add. 


dignity both for place and vertue : ſo next vnto 
them , had the true Nobility and great Heroes their 
tation, whoſe firſt rife to honours was their wil- 
dome and true feruice vnto their Prince and good 
they did to their country , according to that 
of the heathen , fundamentium nolulitatis wir- 
ens fl, $o - that the tine and anticat 


their helping hands in ſeeking the fatety and well- 
fare of them.and be indeed mediators betweene the 
King and the poore people, ir they had fayled by 
frailty in tlicir duty and loyalty to his Highnes, 
Now I ſay when ali rhoſe- that are dignifyed with 
honours, do neither truly honour the King as they 
ſhould, and arc ſo farre from ma &inga ſweet hat- 
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mony between'the King and his people, as they con- 
tinually rather put into his roy4ll heart ſiniſter opi- 
nions againſt his beſt ſubje&s, and traduce their beſt 
endeayours,& pervert their words to contrary mea- 
nings , and make their poore brother a prey for a 
word,as the Prophet Ifay ſpeaketh, and do.nor onely 
move the King againſt them , but do in their owne 
perſous, and b the authority that they have given 
them » tyrannically abuſe the ſubje& to their utter 
raine and undoing ,-all ſuch 1 fay are ſo farre from 
having any priviledze by the Law,as they themſelves 
are delinquents in a high degree of contumacy by 
ſach demeanour and are fallen from their dignity. 
Neither do I conceive that any King or people can 
take itill at the meaneſt ſubjeRs hand for difcove- 
ring any ſuch mens pratices, when 1 ſay,they are 19 
prejudiciall to the State, In the number of which 


' men, to ſay nothing neither of the obſcurity of 


their parentage, the meanefle and the poyerty of 
their breeding , the beginning cf their order, and 
whoſe image the oother uſurpation of their places, 
being by them rhe ſworne rebells of Chrif' , and the 
curſed enimies of his Kingdome.Aas I have in divyerſc 
books ſufficiencly ſhewed, 1 ſay to ſpeake at this 
time of none of all theſe but onely of theic preſent 
proceeding towards the King their Maſter , to- 
watds the Church and Common-wealth in generall, 
andall the poore preople,and my lelt in ſpeciall, you 
will quickly perceive that the Prelats are juitly to be 
reputed among the worſt of men , and not amongſt 


the Novles, for ought I know they and they onely 
the calamities in Church and' 


are the cauſe of al 
State, which will manifeſtly appeare if wee lcoke ci- 
ther upon the King or true Nobles , ſuch as love 
God,the King,their Country and Religion. And for 
the Kings mott excellent Majefties owne perſon, to 
ſpeake but that equity and juſtice require, what were 
ever any precedent Kings in this or any other King- 
dome renowned for, that is not in himyif you reſpect 
either vertues morall or theologicall which are the 
onely honour of Princes, I ſ:y name any thing for 
piety, wiſdome, learning, roweſle, temperance, C:e- 
mency,goodneyy bounty,affbility, kindnes,or what- 
ſoeyer els was in any orher , do you not ſec it in him 
radically, nay doth he not ſeeme to be compoſed of 
oodnes? fo that never was there any nation more 
ppy in a King, then thiFour Nation is 1n Ours. 


 Againe to reflect our cye upon the whole ſecular 


Nobility either anticat or moderne, I fay to ſpeake 


of them inthe generall, if you accoſt them, aud by 
. any occaſion have rodeale with them, you ſhail find 


them ſo excellently inclined , and ſo favouring all 
vertue and goodnes, and of ſuch ſxcet humanity 
and kindues, and fuch honourers and faruvurers of 
learning and tine yertue, as they are exemplar to all 


other Nations; fo that for King and Novility a9 
> Nation or Kingdome can compare with ours , and 
»yecr nothwithſtanding all this, there is not inthe 


world any Couutry that the ſubjects for the univer- 
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ſality of them, groane under more Cn and are 


more tyrannically abuſed then amongſt us , if you 
reſpe& cither,bodies,ſfoules or goods, having no cer. 
taine liberty for a day of either, as woeful] and la- 
1aentable experience hourely teacheth us. All 
which proceeds not either from the King who 
is goodaes it ſelf,and knoweth not how to doe evill, 
or from the Lords or Peeres of the Kingdom , who 
are like their King and Maſter , and fabricated of hu- 
manity ; from whence then 1 pray you proceed all 
the greivances of the poore people, but from the 
Prelats? Who make a prey ot the ſubject upon cvery 
triviall occaſion, and ſuggeſt into his royalleare both 
in publick and private {trange relations concernin 

them, as though they were the moſt difloyall people 
unto his grace in the world , when I can upon my 
owne knowledge affirme thac never King was inore 
happy in a loyall and obedient people then the King 
is 1a them, never detreCting obedience to the lofſe of 
life liberty and eſtates,but as they were borne under 
obedience, deſire to live and dye in that condition, 
and are ever moſt willing to ſpend their beſt blouds 
for his honour,crowne and dignity, or in the caulc 
of any of his allies , which is well knowen to the 


. whole Chriftian world. And yet notwithſtanding 


all this, their condition is moſt greivous, whether 
yea refpe& ſoule or body, liberty or meanes, they 
being every where deprived, by the Prelats of their 
faithfull and true honorable Paſtors and diligent 


reachers , by which the keys of heaven are taken 


from them , ani idle drones aud Epicures put in 
their places, who neither feed the people themſelves 
with the bread of life, nor will let others doe it , or 
ſuffer them to provide for their owne ſoules good, 
bur if they goe into any othe: pariſh to heare the 
word when they have none at home,then they hoytt 
them up into the high Commillion, and there ruine 
and undoe them, or if the people for feare are deter- 
red from hearing of ſermons, and ſceking to be ac- 
quainted with the word of God-and if there chance 
a two Or three neighbours to meet together for to 
conferre about holy things,or in every thing obſerve 
not all their vaine and needles,yea too too chargable 
and burdenſome Ceremonies ,any of theſe things 
are matte? enough to procure perdition and deficix- 
tion unto them of body, ſoule atid goods, as daily ex- 
perience teacheth us. Neither can any ſecular man, 
Magilſtrat or Officer, be he luſtice of peace , Mayor 
Bayly,or Conſtable-lury-man,or witnes-or any other 
doe his office and duty in putting inexecution the 
Kings Lawes; either for the honour” of the King % 
bis Religion againſt a delinquent Preiſt, or agaiu! 
any of their i;mpious Officers, or wrice or witnelic 
the truth agaiaſt- them or the common entmy , but 
they are immediatly hoiſted up in their Courts, and 
the King bath foithwith ſtrange informations g$1- 
ven againſt them , as ifthey were notorious del1n- 
quents agaiaſt King, Church, and State, fo that they 
aiC 
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are not onely deſerted of all help from his Majeſtic 
and Nobles, and the Lawes of his Kingdome, but 
made a prey to the mercilefſe fury of their enimics, 


> and the Prelats being their enimies and parties, wit- 
> neſſe,lury and ludge in their owne cauſe,lit and give 
= ſentence apainſt them. And whereas Chrilt would 
= be no ludge nor divider, they howſoever they pre- 


tend to be his ſucceflors, judge the poore pevple 
moſt cruelly,and divide not onely tieir inheritance, 
but give away their whole eſtates , and commit 
their ſoutes to the Devill , avd commit their 
Bodies to eternal! 
them,their poore wives and chiliren,and that upon 
every triviall occaſion, and many times againfl all 
Lawes of God and nature, and captivate the poore 
* people , and keepe them in a greater flayery both for 
toule and body, then ever Pharao did. And whereas 
Chriſt.came to heale & cure, and ſpilt his owne pre- 
cious bloud tor the redemption ot others, and no 
fooner was Malchus his eare cut off, but hee pur it 
on againe, they ſpill the blood of the people,and cut 
off their cares at pleaſure, yea with ignorance and 
cruelty murder them,ſoules and bodies,of all which 
no ſubje& canbe ignorant, thatknoweth any thing, 
and I by woefull experience have found it ; ſo that 
for my particular, 1 may truely ſay that ,in reſpect of 


rifons to the utter undoing of 


our gracious King and his clemency , 1 had rather | 


live with bread and water under his regimen: , then 
in all plenty under any Prince in the world, yet in 
reſpett of the Prelats may who abuſe the autho- 
rity committed into theis hands, 1 had rather live 
under th2 grand ſenior , -in the meaneſt condition 
then where they domineer , with all plenty , for by 
their cruell proceedings & curſed inhumanity,they 
ſo imbitter our lives,aud make us ſo odious both in 
Court and Countrey , and ſuch a prey to every pro- 
phane Preiſt, that our lives are not onely irkſome 
unto us,but onr being. and living a very burden , {0 
*. that death is moſt welcome, for by that and that 
many we are ſet at liberty. And I dare preſume,that 
of what I now ſay, ten thouſand thonſands will wit- 
nes with mee ofthe truth of 1t: For it is the Prelats 
that have onely enſlaved us agaioſt all the Lawes of 
God and the Land, and have made us hatefull to all 
— men,and a ſpectacle of men and Angels,and yetthey 

| one jv his royall Majeſtic, that they are his moſt 
_ loyalland faithtulleſt ſubjeRs.and all thoſe they ae- 
cuſe for Puritans the peſt and plague of his King- 
dome, and ſeek with Haman the extirpation of them 
- all.and by all manner of opprefiions make thouſands 
of them fly the land, and others that have no abilities 
to ſupport them jn ſtrange Countries to cate the 
bread of aflition,and live here with wounded con- 
ſciences , when they put upon them ſuch burdens of 
Popiſh Ceremonies , and force them upon payue of 
ſevere puniſhment to the obſervation of ſo many ſu- 
- perſtitious performances,which by their knowledge 
- and iatheir conſciences,they are taught ever to av- 
horre.agd by this meancs the people are made miſe- 
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rable every kind of way. And all this intolerable bon- 
dage procedeth onely from the rrelats who many 
times arme themſelves with his Majeſties authority 
pretending to his Higlnes, that they onely inyoyne 
thoſe things for order, hen there is no ſuch matter. 
And while thty doeall this annoy to the Kings ſub- 
jects, can they challenge the name of Magnates, and 
be counted among the truely noble Peeres oi the 
Kingdome, eſpecially , hen in their open Courts 
they renounce his authority , and challenge thelr 
owne preemintney and dignity jure d:vino , and pu- 
niſh his ſubjects for writing againſt Antichriſt and 
the Church .vf Rome, which King lames calls Baby- 
lon.,and Spiiituall Egypt and Sodome , tO the infinat 
diſhonour Ot Kkimg lames of tamous mem [Vs and 
the now King ticir Maſter ? by all whici procce- 
dings they have made themſelves gnilty of great 
contumacy againſt God and the King , and 1pſo fatto 
are all in a Premunire, by which they are tallen trom 
all honour and dignity : and are at the Kings mercy 
as delinquents, and ſuch as for my part - ſo long as 
they continue in that condition , I never” intend tO 
honour. Neither have 1 cauſe for my owne particu- 
lar &9 think auy otherwile of them, then ot necent 
meinbers of Church and State, both by the warrant 
ot King lames himſelf , and tor their carriage t0- 
wards mee and the Kings beſt ſubjects : tor when I 
was inthe high Commuilion Court , how {uperCt- 
liouſly the Prelats carried themſelves towards mee 
all the ſtanders by can tell ; and when the advecats 
ſaw the violence of his deportment towards Mmce, 
and earneſtly perſwaded mee to an humble ſub- 
million , tor otherwiſe they told mee he would ut- 
terly undoe mce which indeed fo tell out. 1 then 
replying that 1 was not conſcious to my ſelf ot any 
delinquency either againit God or the King, or that 
deſetved Qnyention bofore any Court of ludidature 
in the world,and for my part 1 reſolved to dye rather 
then by baſeneſle of ſubmillion to make my ſelf an 
offender. Vpon which they demanded of mee it 1 
would contend with their Lords grace, 1 then a- 
gaine anſwered, that 1 gpntended with no man» but 
tor the truth of God, and the honour of the King» 
my Country and Religion , and in that contention L 
would-live & tre taononcee of the cheifettAd 
yocats in } court told me-that 5 Prelat would kill me 
with his breath,which 1confes was ſuch a diabolicall 
expreſſion, and a ſpeech of ſuch arrogancy,as never 
I thinke before was heard of: and theretore upon 
that-1 called him ever after V/illiam th: Dragon , for 
the Dragon onely killeth men with his breathas 
Hiſtorians do relate, and as the Apocalips witneſleth, 
and had 1 not been a Fhyſitian, and had an Antidote 
againſt it, what do you thinke would have become 
ot mee, when his breath is poyſon? 1 muſt inge- 
nucuſly confeſle it , 1 thinke {jt is not ſafe that ſuch 
a breath ſhould come nigh che King, & who knowes 
but that he was the cauſe vf this laſt yeazes plague 
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- That killed ſo many, and that' hee infeed the ayre. 
= And for the Prelat of York. he would have had mee 
knocked downe with club law, for maintaining the 
- "Kingsp tive roJp againſt Papall uſurpation, 
, and in open Court that hee was not beholding 
- to the King for his Biſhoprick, for leſus Chriſt made 
him a Biſhop, and the Holy Ghoſt conſecrated him, 
when notwithſtanding he never performed the of- 
fce of a Biſhop and true - Paſtor ot Ieſus Chriſt, but 
hath ever been a meere drone, and a hinderer of 
all preaching and teachiag.by all which he may well 
deſerve cenſure from the King and State , as being 
ia a Premunire, and the title of an abby lubber. Bur 
you fay-they are privy Councellors, and that the 
Angell would not revile the Devill, and therefore 1 
have done amiſle in that. To all which 1 will breifly 
anſwer and ſo conclude , as concerning their digni- 
ty, ſo long as they had not by their miſdemeanour 
made themſelves delinqueats. I never impeached it 
or hnrcr their renowne 1n the leaſt , but they fallin 
from grace & becoming contumacious againſt God 
and the King,and noyſome to all his poore ſubje&s, 
' in this condition where now they are , I conceive 
. no honour due'unto them, not they worthy of any 
dignity,. ..... cncy acknowledge theirerrors, &crave 
pardon of God and his mott Sacred Majeſtie. And 
the truth is,it is great pitty-that there is none of the 
Nobles that will informe his. Highnes of their wic- 
kednes, by which-they have made themſelves un- 
worthy of all honour, much lefle ro be of his privy 
Councell and moſt ſecret admiſſion . they are the 
privy memvers of the Clergy Dat "Ntand up againſt 
all goodnes and adulterate the whole Church. And 
what niiſcheife may not ſuch men doe , who have 
abandoned all good conſcience nay what miſery have 
they not brought all the Kings ſubjets into? For 
They when they are moſt diſloyall and pernicious to 
Church and State : yet make the King belecye that 
they are his beſt ſubjeas, and the ſupport of his 
Crowne and Dignity , and the onely upholders of 
- Government,& thus they prate alſo in open Courts: 
and this hath ever been the language of Antichriſt 
- and hislimbs, No Pope, no:Church, No Pope.no 
King,but preſent confutivn upon all Nations where 
his Government is called in queſtion: when as it 
is wellgknowne to all thoſe that arc nottrangers ro 
* the Hiſtories of times , that the Biſhops of Rome 
haue made Kings and Emperors their very Vaſtalls, 
| and have been the bane of many floriſhing King- 
domes: -and to this day inſlave all thoſe Chriſtian 
- Frinces,and their ſubjeQs where ever I ſay.they have 
power and authority , ſo that the Kings have onely 
the name, but they command, and their Cardinalls 
Preifſts and Pre'ats, and are attended like Princes, 
their very meat being ftood bare to as to Kings. For 
they ſay, Be uncovered my Lords meat is comming 


, {o that they captivate Princes , and make them- 
ſelves Locds, ithes can it be atherwiſe ; for they 
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have the breeding of all thoſe Kings & Princes : ang 
they are reſolved to keepe them ia a perpetual igno- 
rance : for they ſay that King Henries and King 
lames his\learning was the overthrow of the church 

aud ſo long as Princes and Kings were kept in bling- 
nes they then held their poſletitons and honours jn 
all ſecurity : but ſince that they began to looke in- 
deed into learning , they found it fatall to them, 
& therefote; they Live now decreed amongſt them- 
ſelves hereafter , that Princes and Nobles which 
they will have the breeding of, ſhal! be acquainted 
with nothing but pleaſures, oc at moſt with Gram- 
maticall learning, Nay they ſhall be perſwaded, it is 
rather a diſhonour to a King to know letters, then a 
dignity, and that it is not fit for them to looke on 
a booke, it being enough for Kings to have lcirned 
men in their Kingdome: and a floriſhing clergie, 
neither is it for them to trouble themſelves abour 
learning or religion , but to leave it to the reyerend 
Fathers,and to put their authority into their hauds, 
and they will caſe them of all cares that way,ſo thar 
they ſhall in time find a-ſweet content, for they pro- 
miſe to make them a people {ubjicet enough which 
indeed they doe , for they make them beggers and 
ſlaves, and moſt Kings that they have the tutoring 
of, either children or tyrants, and all the Nations 
where they have place but an unhappy people , for 

they keepe them ignorant , and deprive them of the 
liberty of their conſciences-» and; take away the right 
of the ſubjes from them. For all the Kingdome of 
Antichriſt is a monſtrous d{:formity of Govern- 
ment, and ſuch as advanceth it ſelf above all that. is 
called-God:: and tramples upon all ftates of men, ſo 
that it Is a wonder to mee that all the Kings and 
Princes in the world do not joyne together to de- 
moliſh that Babell , and to ruine the whore. But 1 
much more admire, that in this Kingdome where 
there is ſo much light,& ſo underſtanding a Prince, 
that the Nobles al Gentry with the*Commons 'do ' 
not joyne together to petition his Majeſtie,that we 
may be caſed of this intolerable 'yoake of theſe Pre- 
lats that are now bytheir frequent uſurpations, eni- 
mies of his royall prerogative, moſt burdenſome t5 
his poore ſubjeRs » and if there be not ſome ſpecdy 


courſe taken with them will ruine this floriſhing 


Monarchy. All which is ſo palpable as all men that | 
ſee any thing in States affaires may eaſily behold it. 
There is one thing , that 1 cannot but ſtand aſto- 
niſhed at-, that ſo many wiſe-men in a Kingdome 
ſhould not looke into, and perceive.the inconve- 
nience of it, and the wrong it doth to the whole 
Nation, and that is this, That the breeding of the 
Kings and Noblemens childeren , and the moſt il- 
luſtrious Families through 'the Kingdome - ſhould 
be put into the hands of Preiſts; and ſuch men who 
as they are by nature and education men that never 
ſaw farther then a Cloiſter at Cambridg or Oxford»
